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pie Siemens-Halske, a firm manufacturing low-tension electrical equipment, 
was first estadlished around 1900 in Austria. Siemens-Halske was always 
a dependent branch of Siemans-Germany and never had any Austrian capital 
invested, This firm was nationalized in 1945, as was Siemens-Nibelungen= 
gasse, andney has the same relationship to Siemens-Germany as Siemens— 
Nibelungengacse. 


75 Siemens-Reiniger, Vienna VIII, a small company manufacturing clectro=- 
medical equigment, was established as part of Siemens-Halske in.1924. 
In 1937, Siemens=-Reiniger was seppiated from Siemens-Halske, the parent 
firm, and became a semi-independent braneh with the same relationship to 
Siemens-Beylin as that enjoyed by Siemens-Halske, This firm, too, was 
nationalin:d in 1945 by the Austrian Government, 


3.4: Two other minor firms are also included in the Siemens complex in Austria, 
Odelga, Vienna VIII, Langegasse, is a private enterprise partially owned 
by Baron Cdelga who. ie currently employed by the firm as a director. This 
firm was founded by Baron Odelga and, in 1924, was bought by Siemens~ 
Austria and Sienens-llalske, On paper, the Odelga company is considered a 
German asset because of this financial assistance. The seéond firm is 
the Oesturreichische Eisenbahnsignalwerke, Vienna XXI, This firm Was ef= 
tablished in Austria by Sienens-Berlin in 1939 as « war industry, ~o far 
as soure: “nows, it wes completely dismantled by the Russians in 1945/46. 
Its present status is unlmow, 


he Sdemene-lialeke ond Sienens-Reiniger, having been nationalized, are as much 
a part of the Austrian nationalized electrical industries as is Siemens- 
Austria, The relationship between the several firms is good, but they do 
not feel themselves mitually bound by any ties other than those recognized 
by other nationalized firms, They are'as competitive as any firms producing 
similar erticlos under ao nationalization program can be, It appears that 
Ernst Sienena hos agreed to deal with Sioemens-llalske and Siemens-Reiniger on 
the same Dosis as he is dealing with Se eene Cu eSr ae 
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
